CONCURS

tried diligently to control rodents 
and insects.

ROME, ()—Italy entered the 
final hours of a crucial parilia- 
mentary election campaign today 
with communists scrambling to 
regain lost support. Campaigning 
ends at midnight and voting 
starts Sunday morning at 8. 

Interior Minister Mario Scel- 
ba’s security forces were watch- 
ful lest—as constantly rumored 
—last-minute communist moves 
materializé—especially in’ the left- 
ist north. Police made displays 
of strength in several sections to 
demonstrate they are ready to 
keep order. 

Violence dotted the . country 
last night as traditionally vola- 
tile Italian tempers flared. 

Premier Akide De Gasperi, who 
has worked tirelessly against the 
communists and for his Christian 
Democrats will end his long cam- 
paign tonight with a speech at 
Naples. Communist Chief Pal- 
miro Togliatti, whose audiences 
have dwindled recently, also takes 
a last crack at the Christian 
Democrats—and American aid— 
tonight.

Hold Key To Future 





The election campaign in Italy 
is being waged with the fervor 
of a major battle, not between 
Italian voters but between the 
great powers; and its outcome is 
frankly regarded as one of the 
major tests of history. 

The Italian peasant, worker, 
clerk or businessman going to the 
polls to mark his ballot becomes 
an arbiter of world decisions. Only 
yesterday he was an “enemy” to 
both the great systems, which 
now approach him with the ut- 
most flattery, vying with each 
other through their Italian sup- 
porters for his suffrage. 
and every one of the Italian peo- 
ple — including the poorest, the 
most humble and the illiterate— 
has become immensely important 
to the greatest and most powerful 
of states. 

There 1s sumethiny awesome in 
this—in: the power eld by the 
ex-enemy “common man”, which 
cannot be taken fro: him as long 
as he retains freedom of politic- 
al choice. The power to choose 
vests him with immense dignity 
and importance. The retention 
of the power to choose is the ele- 
ment of his freedom, and the es- 
sence of his power. 

That is the chief charge against 
communism and all forms of the 
totalitarian state—that they re- 
move from the people the power 
ever again to choose. To vote for 
them is tantamount to political 
death, even if the vote is cast 
in the hope of heaven,

These roots, as I conceive the 
trouble, are two: lack of sufficient 
iand and food, and overpopula- 
tion. ' 


Both have been immeasurahly 
intensified by the Russian policy, 
which has eut off from Europe its 
normal breadbasket and, by de 
portations, forced millions from 
the less populated eastern areas 
into the overpopulated western. 

Either the breadbasket must be 
won back—a discouraging - pros- 
pect short of war-——-or new ones 
must be found, near at hand. 
Nearest at hand is Africa, and 
what is indicated is a west Eur- 
opean-American-African develop- 
ment corporation to put new, 
vast areas under cultivation by 
large-scale irrigation projects, and 


No one knows how great was 
Ameri¢#’s~ contribution to ~ peace 
during the last century by provid- 
ing. a vast European outjet 
through immigration. The first 
iron curtain was rung down, how- 
ever, When the western world 
closed its doers to mere cracks. 
Unless doors are opened again, 
democracy will not survive in Eur- 
ope. There are doors that could, 
be opened here, in Latin Amer- 
ica, and in the British Common- 


wealth. There is Alaska, too, 
which would attract northern 
Europeans. 


The ‘four freedoms” are unreal- 
izable without a fifth: Freedom!
